A move by Haran Mahablr- 
singh and J. Paul Dugal to reduce 
next year's SGA fees from $30 
back to $27 was rejected by 
council at last Sunday's SGA 
meeting.

BUTCHER CARVES LIBRARY 



Somr- it'MfiUc cuts have had 
to be made In the Library's bud- 
get. Cost cutting measures are 
hitting ovory department and fac- 
ulty on campus. Yet the slashes 
affecting the Library are partic- 
ularly onerous. A three and a half 
page report entitled the "Resp- 
onse of the Senate Library Co- 
mmittee to the 107G-77 Prelimin- 
ary Budget" documents thfmost 
severe wounds. 

The committee was able to acc- 
ept some aspects of the prelim- 
inary budget but added "...re- 
ductions to these cannot be tol- 
erated." Part of the library's 
increased cost stem* from the 
province wide impelemtnation of 
a computerized catalogutngoper- 

atlon. This, In part, will be fun- 
ded from salary savings arriving 
from the understafflng of the Lib- 
rary during the current acad- 
emic year. 

Currently, LU spends only 
7.5% of Its budget on library 
expenditures. Yet it stands 



second in total institutional sp- 
ending when compared to univer- 
sities of a similar size (I.e. 
Trent, Brosk, Lakehcad...). The 
mod grave cuts are being made 
to the collections budget. It has bo- 
en frozen at $300,000 for six 
years. This comes at a time 
when periodical costs alone have 
risen to $134,000 from $114,000. 
This Is Just tomalntalnthepre- 

sent list. Practically nonew sub- 
scriptions can be nor will be added. 

Further to this is a propos- 
al to decrease the collections 
bud jet to $257,000. This Is 
Incredibly parsimonious when the 
request was in the area of 
$400,000. There is hardly any- 
thing left for new book acquis- 
itions. 

SGA council voled unanimously 
to condemn the Budget Commit- 
tee In reducing the collections 
budget. The motion stated that 
the Library benefits all units 
of the university 



A motion to give the Assoc- 
iation d'Etudlants Francophones 
one of the SOA's five student 
Senate positions was passed 
unanimously by SGA council at 

last Sunday's meeting. 

Presently, SGA controls all 
five student senate positions, 
even though AEF members con- 
stitute close to 20% of the student 
population at Laurentian. 

"This year we got along very 
J woll with the AEF", stated stu- 
dent president Mike McWade, 
"Because of the fact that they 
have 20% of the student body, 
it Is only fair that they got one 
out of the 0ve voting senators." 
SGA president McAVade and AEF 
president Louis Corbellare 
also ex offlclo(non-votlng)mem- 

bers of senate, 

A few members of council ex- 
pressed concern that several 
student senators are not living 
up to their responsibilities and 
are not going to any senate 
meetings. A discussion centred 



on how lo make student senators 
more accountable to the SOA re- 
sulted. 

McWede suggested that of the 
four SGA seats next year, three 
or them he elected at large. The 
fourt 1i position would be filled 
by the SGA president. In order 
to ensure that students woild 
have somo voice on senate. 

Another coucillor suggested that 
two seats be elected at large and 
the other two seats would be 
filled by SGA council. 

It was finally agreed that ail 
four senate representatives would 
become voting members of 
council. A notice of motion to 
change the by-laws was moved. 
Ttie feeling was that this would 
Improve communication be- 
tween SGA council and the stu- 
dent senators. The implication 
of this move was that If a 
student senator missed three 
consecutive meetings, he would 
be removed and the position 
would be declared open for a 
more Interested individual.

A heated discussion ensured in- 
volving many councillors. It 
was pointed out by the Chairman, 
Dave Flurl, that atwo-thtrds maj- 
ority was needed to rescind the 

previous motion. 

"Our council was very con- 
servative In giving money out 
this year," said SGA president 
Mike McWade In opposing the 
motion, "Becauseoftheunlvcrsity 
budget situation, there wtll be 
less money available from other 
sources than ever before for 
such things as student travel, 
guest speakers, clubs and org- 
anizations. These budget con- 
straints will Increase pressure 
on the SGA to fund those act- 
ivities." 

Bernle Frectandt, Commerce 
rep, pointed out that If next year's 
council found out that they act- 
ually needed more money, it 
would be very difficult or!mpiv> 
si U e to raise the fees on such 
short notice. 

Kathy Lindsay, SOA Business 
Manager, pointed out that one of 
the original reasons for the fee 
increase was to provide the in- 
coming council with funding to 
carry on a summer operation. 
Slrt atso pointed out that the 
council that will actually benefit 
from the fee Increase will bo 
the 1977-78 council. 

With Inflation, there will he 
Increases In many costs. Tie 
business manager's salary 
will probably be Increased."

The motion tn rescind was rte 
featcd by a hefly margin. Only 
five councillors supported It; 
At the same meeting, council 
mandated the Finance Committee 
to look into giving the Business 
Manager/Secretary, Kathy Lind- 
say a bon'is. It was passed 
unanimously that the Finance 
Committee would look into a ro- 
evaluation of her salary.

5-30. 

Wm McWade arrived in the of- 
fice, following an urgent summons 
from SGA Secretary and Bus- 
iness Manager, KathyLtndsay, 
he Informed Mr. Belanger that 
the SGA could be no part of the 

press conference.

SGA Council Is sending a tele- 
gram of support to the British 
Columhia Student's Federation. 
The BCBF is protesting the re- 
cent provincial government dec- 
ision to put a freeze on jobs and 
cut out completely a summer 

living program. 

According to a recent Issue of 
the B.C. Student, the provincial 
government has recalled all inf- 
ormation and applications for the 
Career '76 program that last 
summer hired 10,000 students. 

The paper reproduced the gov- 
ernment application form for 
summer employment that had 
been withdrawn In one of their 
Issues. It encouraged students 
to fll! It In and mall It to the BCSF 
offices. The accumulated appli- 
cation forms will then be taken to 
the BC Labour Minister, Allan 
Williams. 

The federal government recently 
announced the cancellation of the 
OFY program which will affect 
30,000 summer Jobs across Can- 
ada. Last summer, studentunem- 
ployment hit an all-time high of 
13.1%, In BC, student unemployment 
was between 18 and 20percentlast 
summer. 



The STA council win send two 
telegrams. One, a message of 
support will be sent to the BCSF, 
and the other wilt be sent to 
Mr. Williams. The second tele- 
gram will express council's opin- 
ion that any reduction in provinc- 
ial^ provided summer Jobs would 
be Intolerable to all Canadian 

students. 

Loralne Pilchlk, our National 
Union o! Students contact on SGA 
informed council at last Sunday's 
meeting that NUS was publishing 
a national newspaper called "The 
Student Advocate." She asked if 
council would be interested in 
subscribing to the paper. After 
a short discussion, council agreed 
to order 1000 copies of the first 

Issue. 

Discussion centred on the 
cost of the issues and what the 
issue would contain* One coun- 
cillor asked whether the Issue 
would be "as biased asLambda*" 
Council was assured that the NUS 
paper would be similar to the 
OFS papers, with an emphasis on 
national Issues. Loralne 
assured council that the paper 
welcomed submissions from the 
various students' organttations.

Darbelnet discussed in detail 
the problems encountered by Ca- 
nadian translators In particular.

VENCEREMMOS AGAIN 

To 1 1* Editors; 
In the February 10th Issue of 
Laml>da, Dave O'Hearn bemoaned 
the fact that only a fe* members of 
the Laurentian University comm- 
unity attended either showing of 
the movie on Chile, "Vencer- 
emos"« Given the nature of 
the film, perhaps this Isn't 
the problem Oilearn believes Itto 
bo. The real problem lies with 
the film Itself which Is totally 
inadequate in a number of ways. 
First of all, the first part of the 
film Is devoted totlie events Iea1- 
Ing up to Allende's election, his 
term in office, and Ms overtly 
row by American Imperialism'. 
The film was not sufficiently 
specific In this regard, assum- 
ing a lot of prior knowledge on 
the part of the viewer, if one has 
such prior knowledge then one 
be will understand what the film 
'portrays; If one is lacking In 
such knowledge, one will not gain 
much convincing information from 
the film. There was no solid doc- 
umentation of U,S, involvement 
even though such evidence Is ov- 
erwhelming and rcatllly availa- 
ble; and there was, of course, 



no analysts of where the U.P* 
wont wrong and what measures 
they could have taken to prev- 
ent their overthrow by the mil- 
itary. 

The second part of the film Is 
largely devoted to a celebration 
■ of actions taken by Eastern Eur- 
opean "socialist" (stc) states 
in their subsequent anti-Junta po- 
licies. Much of this part Is 
really devoted to propagandMng 
about Eastern Europe, particul- 
arly the Soviet Union, Where it is 
claimed again and again that 
the "workers truly have power". 
In other words, much of the film 
Is needlessly devoted to attempt- 
ing to show how great the Eas- 
tern European countries are per 
se. There is Increasing evT3- 
ence that Eastern Europe Is Inc- 
reasingly adopting a capitalist 
form of economy with all itsac- 
companylng problems. The role 
of the Soviet Union in world 
affairs can Increasingly be cat- 
egorized as Imperialist. "The 
role of the Moscow-oriented Com- 
munist Parties In the "Third 
World" (Including Chile), can only 
be described as counter-revolu- 
tionary. Since the film was made 
in East Germany, there Is, quite 
naturally, no mention of these 
facts. 



The film Itself was sponsored 
by the Laurentian Marxist St- 
udy Group. My suggestion to 
this group is to deeply invest- 
gale the nature of Eastern Eur- 
opean "Marxism" (sic) before 
it loses all credibility on this 
campus as to its nature and 
intentions. The group would do 
much better If the Marxian Works 
of Paul Swoozy, Harry Braver- 
man, Samlr Amln, etc. were del- 
ved Into. For excellent treat- 
ments concerning Chile before, 
during and after Allende, the in- 
terested reader should look at 
(I) Politics and Social Forces 
In Chilean Development by Ja- 
mes Petras; (2) Revolution and 
Connter-Revolutlon In Chile, ed- 
ited by Paul Sweezy and Harry 
Majdoff (available In the MJ Bo- 
ohstore); and (3) The United 
States and Chile: Imperialism 
and the Overthrow of the Al- 
lende Government by Jamos Pet- 
ras and Morris Morley,

Both the virtue and the appeal 
of her writing probably derive 
from her intellectual castration 
of life. Many people seem to 
like their violence quiet and sub- 
dued without the rough edges 
or vulgar banalities that usual- 
ly accompany U. Agatha Christie 
made an unusually successful 
career for herself by catering 
to this specialized taste. 

Most of us can delight in 
Inflicting pain without any Intel- 
ligible reason such as anger or 
hatred. Fromacloseacquaint- 
ance with this Instinct In tils 
young years, tho Russian 
writer Maxim Gorki felt that his 
whole life had been poisoned. 
His personal experience with the 

brutish and perverse side of 
human nature we seldom realize— 
unless, In exaggerated form- 
in films and novels. 



Gorki <j!d not give life the "clini- 
cal" Christie treatment; Instead; 
he described it wholly as ho 
found and experienced It. Per- 
haps therein lies the difference 
between the lesser and the great- 
er writer.

In his autobiography Gorki des- 
cribed how drunken prostitutes 
were dragged up stairwaysby the 
heels to their rooms.

Of course it is not fair to com- 
pare Christie and Gorki. Each 
belongs to a different country and 
a different time.

Even more in- 
triguing is It to realize how 
staunchly Agatha Christie's Is 
within our own time. She spec- 
ialized in a psychiatric form of 
art in which reality Is manipul- 
ated for the reader's benefit, she 
offered a kind of light entertain- 
ment that purged some of the 
most alarming possibilities from 
contemporary Hfe-partlcularly 
our obsession wtth Irrational 
violence. 



Hercule Polrot enlarges the 
footsteps of Sherlock Holmes. 
Ho approaches murder philosoph- 
ically; for him It is a vocation. 
Because of his crudeness one 
recognizes Immediately that 
Mickey Sptllano can be only 
American. Polrot Is unmist- 
akably English and European to 
his souL 




Motiveless violence and cruel- 
ty are an Insult to intelligence. 
Agatha Christie recognized this 
instinctively. Her response 
to the Irrational was superb. 
She Instilled murder with supreme 
calculation and virtually denied 
crime any morbidness. So suc- 
cessful was fchoat doing thlsand 
so popular ware her many novels 
that it Is doubtful If her readers 
will be abl* to go on living with- 
out her here to support them. 
In any case, one thing is certain. 
The level of the murder-mystery 
will deteriorate unless someone 
o' her calibre and talent comes 
along soon to maintain it.

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PSYCH-AID FROM PSYCH

At this time of the year, before the spring 
season begins to affect objectivity In the Psy- 
chology Department, we like to make available 
some of the knowledge uncovered In the diffi- 
cult but scientific study of human behavior.

I a*n *»»re writing on twhalf 
of thiy Student's General Assoc- 
iation in respect to Its relation- 
ship with Umtdn publications. 
First of ftll, ! wouU like to 
s*a*e that, since its inception, 
UmMa Publications has boon 
((nan:*! by ttw Students Genera) 
Association to an extent. For 
the academic year 1975-70, the 
SO\ decided ti> finance Urn Ma 
to the amount of $7,200, an in- 
crease of $1,4)3 over the aca- 
demic year 1974-75. 

During the first term Lamim 
was Issued $4,500. In January 
1976, Harry Sheppard, editor of 
Lambda requested the remaining 
sum of $2,700. At this time, I 
requested, from Mr. Sheppard, a 
statement of Lambda's revenue 
and expenses to that point In 
time and also a projected esti- 
mate of its future receivables and 
payables, (A copy of the financial 
statements of Lamina and SGA 
are Included in today's issue of 
Lambda*) 



After receiving LamMa's fin- 
ancial statement, 1 called a m?et- 
in& of the Finances Committee 
and invited Mr, Sheppard to Join 
us in our deliberations (Ths 
Finance Committee is u&'Ufy ul 
all council members.) 

A lengthy discussion arose 
and many points with respect to 
Lambda's expenses and revenue 
and its projected revenue and 
expenses were clarified. Never- 
theless, some issues needed 
further consideration and Pat 
JasInsVy and myself volunteered 
to audit Lambda's books. 

We completed the audit on 
Friday, Feb. 13, 197G and found 
that the general accounting system 
.was poor. We also found that 
In the period November 1975 to 
present day, Mr. Sheppard has 
utilized the funds wisely, 



efficiently and effectively. Note 
that Harry Sheppard assumed the 
role of editor for Lamlwa in 
N07ember, 1975. But, prior to 
the period of November, 1975, 
w* did not find much valid Infor- 
mation on how the money was 
spent. We are not assuming 
or suspicious of mis-appro- 
prlatlon o! funds, but the 
Finance Committee wtlt continue 
investigating the matter. In order 
to satisfy the student body, that 
their fees are well spent. 

In concluding the audit. It was 
recommended that Lambda 
contact the School of Commerce 
small-business Assistance 
Program In order to set up a 
valid and efficient accounting 
system. In the meantime, we 
made recommendations for a 
tighter control system. Amongst 
them was the introduction of 
General Journal and Ledger sys- 
tems repla:tnc the canh pay men's 
and cash receipts Journals. 

This letter Is being wrltlen 
in view otapresently circulating 
petition with respect to Lamb?* 
and Us flnaictal accountability 

to the SGA. 

In summation, I would like to 
state that Lambda is and always 
has boon financially account- 
able to the SGA and that the 
SGA will continue to do its very 
best in assuring students tha* 
their money is woll spent."

this issue of Lambda, clarific- 
ations and/or interpretations can 
bo made by any SBA member.

THE LEAF 

Compound, composed of five, s«vcn, 
nine or eleven — always an odd number — 
of lobes or leaflets, the two outer ones 
very small compared with the others.

The diamonds are tiny and 
cannot be seen with the unaid- 
ed eye, but recent tests show that 
they really are diamonds.

The diamonds can be used 
to quite a large extent 
industrially, says IX Glass of 
# U of T's Institute for Aero- 
space Studies*
